which the aerial photograph has been adapted 
in Canada, one of the most important is its appli¬ 
cation to the mapping of the mineralized areas of the 
Dominion. During the year 1926 over 36,000 
square miles of such areas were photographed. This, 
apart altogether from the other aerial work accom¬ 
plished, constitutes a world's record for such map¬ 
ping. For years past the officers of the Topographi¬ 
cal Survey, Canadian Government Department of tfie 
Interior, in common with other survey organizations, 
have been hampered in their endeavors to map large 
areas, important from a mineral standpoint', because 
of the natural difficulties of the country and the con¬ 
sequent huge expenditures involved. It was only nat¬ 
ural that* when, through co-operation, the facilities of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force were ‘placed at the 
disposal of the Topographical Survey, first efforts 
should have been directed toward the making of aerial 
maps. From .the very outset these efforts were suc¬ 
cessful and the development of the work has been 
so rapid that huge areas of hitherto totally unmapped 
mineralized and forested territory have been mapped 
with remarkable completeness.

At the time of the Boxer rebel¬ 
lion. China had first shown signs of 
wakening from her long sleep of cen¬ 
turies, und had begun to realise the 
power of the foreign nations and their 
military forces.

COMMUNIST PROPAGANDA j 

Many of the Chinese students re¬ 
turning to their own country had 
taken with them Boleshvtst Ideas j 
culled during their stay aboard, and 1 
had spread these Ideas, thus prepar- ' 
Ing the ground for the more Inten¬ 
sive Communist propaganda of th* 11 
last five years. Dr. MacBean said. I 
She related the progress of the I 
(evolutionary movement which cul- I 
mlnated In the establishment of the I 
republic, but it was a republic In 11 
name only, as China was not ready I 
for such a drastic change In the cue- I 
toms and government of centuries. I 
In South China the republican gov- 1 
ernment had proved most success- > fl 
ful, but In the North the old gov- H 
ernment carried on In republican I 
form with accompanying trouble. I 
1‘lrates and bandits found In this I 
chaotic state an Ideal condition for j I 
the pursuit of lawlessness. |j| 

REFORMS UNSUCCESSFUL 
The speaker sketched the char* I 
aacteristb s of the various factions In I 
the South, members of each faction j 
having been patients In ths hospital 
under her care. With the ropubll6an 1 I 
form of government, school* were I I 
stalred with a great flourish, but In ‘ 
the last few'years enthusiasm had'jl 
waned and the educational system, 11 
as with other reforms, had not I 
proved a success.

As ■ 
a result many were ready to back M 
ths Chinese students who started J H 
the anti-Japanese boycott and i*o ■ 
commenced what has developed Into 1 1 
the present situation They were I 
ripe for (he seeds of revolution sown |H 
by the Russian Communists 
NOT ALL ANTI-FOREIGN 
While admitting that there was a I |H 
certain amount of anti-forelgn and ] H 
anti-Christlan feeling, the speaker I |H 
slutid It must be understood that Qn 
there were two distinct movements JUfl 
—one a domestic war, the other a 1 Ho 
Bolshevist campaign. 

To do th ••m jTtstlce, *hc saM 'hr WJ 
Chinese gave ail the foreigners I 
warning that the Impending strike I 
was coming and advised them to 'I 
leave the areas of trouble. But the! ID 
boycott soon developed Into so anti- I 
European strike. 

I>r. MacBean proceeded to review H 
the organization of the Southern I 
army or the Nationalist forces.

Chinese, but to protect the foreign- ,1 > 
rrs attain the defeated army and Its I 
looting troops.” | ; 

She was warm In commendation of I 
the attitude of the British troops I 
who. In spite of great provocation In I, 
the present crisis, kept their heads H 
and refrained from retaliation for 
the Indignities often offered them.

Litigation started in Vancouver courts in an attempt to end 
Federal control of tUh canning on this Coast is being-watched with 
keen interest by Provincial fishery officials as opening up far- 
reaching possibilities in the administration of the Province's fish¬ 
eries in the future. While the Federal Government will fight the 
case so as to retain control of canning if possible, the Provincial 
Government will be an interested, although neutral spectator of

Should canners succeed in ousting Federal officials from their 
business here the results would affect the future of the whole 

llahing business on this Coast in 
several important directions. In the 
first place, it woiifif apparently neces¬ 
sitate the creation of extensive new 
provincial machinery to handle the 
canning business In place of the pre¬ 
sent Federal machinery.
